T he profound interest attaching to the 
decision of the railroad tax cases by the 
Suprem e Court of the U nited States in ­ 
duces the R ecord-U n io s to present a con­ 
cise, reliable staiem ent o f the history of 
th e cases and their relation to the revenue 
system o f the State. 
P rior to the new Con­ 
stitution, railroad property was assessed as 
was all other propert \ 
U nder the new, 
im practicable docum ent, it was provided 
th a t railroads operated in m ore th an one 
county should be assessed by the State 
Board of Equalization. Imt provided for no 
hearing before it. 
T he value of mortgages 
was deducted from the assessm ent of all 
other than railroad property.

county, there was no provision for a Board 
til w hich the com panies could appeal from 
the action of the State Board. 
Stuiion- 
liouses and other im provem ents, boats and

E arly in 1884 General M arshall acqui­ 
esced, and the paym ents were made, except 
in the cases of a few counties whose local 
counsel refused to acquiesce in this arrange­ 
m ent.

Interview s have been held by several 
journals in San Francisco w ith different 
attorneys to these tax suits. 
From these 
we extract the salient points : 
Colonel H aym ond says the case just de­

Equalization included in the 
assessm ent property w hich it had no right 
to assess; th at the illegal part of the assess­ 
m ent was not severable, and therefore the 
w hole tax failed. 
T he decision involved

“ No, I do not th in k it can.

was voluntarily paid under a tender, and it 
cannot recover. 
Besides, I do not th in k it 
desires to do so.

“ If, said he, “ th e im provem ents were 
erroneously assessed, why were those assess­ 
m ents not segregated from the m ain assess­ 
m ents. and the latter held to be valid ?” 
If Mr. Delmas has read the opinion of the 
Court, he lias found an answ er to his ques­ 
tions and his perplexity. 


JOH N L. I.OVE. 
City and County A ttorney ot San F ran ­ 
cisco Love, when questioned regarding the 
decision, stated there was one tiling which 
it show ed, and that w as that A ttorney- 
General M arshall was quite right w hen he 
accepted the principal of the taxes from the 
railroad, in defiance o f the judgm ent of 
Delmas, D unn and others. 
T he decision 
not only vindicates M arshall, but covers 
w ith ridicule the proceedings of the Stock­ 
ton Convention and its wild tirades. 
If 
M arshall had not accepted th e $1,200.060 
from the railroad as the princijiai of the 
taxes, the railroad, if it so desired, could 
have avoided paying any of it, and the 
State would have been out so aiueli.

m ined by the Federal Suprem e Court. 
But while th e Court lias not passed u p jn 
th e constitutional questions raised in the 
cases ju st decided, they have all been ad­ 
judicated in the Los A ngeles tax cases, 
and in th e eases decided last fall, and we 
take it th at th e well-informed legal m ind 
entertains to-day very little if any doubt, 
th a t had th e points lieen reached by the 
Court on M onday, it would have clearly 
expressed itself as holding th a t under the 
fourteenth am endm ent to th e Federal Con­ 
stitution any system of taxation discrim i­ 
nating in character, so as to give rights 
and privileges to one person, w hich, under 
like terms, are denied to another person, 
or th at imposes obligations and burdens 
u[Kin one citizen, from w hich another c iti­ 
zen is relieved, is invalid, invades guaran­ 
teed rights, and is of no legal efleet. 
Such 
certainly Ls the burden, plain im port, and 
the expression of th e decisions of th e S u­ 
prem e Court of the U nited States m ade in 
the fall of 1885. 
In fact, every ru lin g of every C ourt— 
State or Federal— upon th e question of 
the C alifornia system of taxation since th e 
adoption of th e C onstitution of 1879, lias, 
in word or efleet, constituted a rebuke of 
th at rem arkable and im practicable docu­ 
m ent’s discrim inating theory of assessment 
and taxation. 
It will alw ays be a source 


of pride w ith th e R eookd-U n io n th a t it 
opposed th e adoption of the instrum ent, 
and ¡m inted ou t its weaknesses and its rev­ 
olutionary character. 
It is notew orthy th a t the chief law offi­ 
cer of the .State, and who represented th e 
iState as such in tiie cases ju st decided, 
though he did not commence the actions 
or advise th e assessments, is free to ex ­ 
press him self of th e opinion th a t th e “new 
C onstitution,” so far as regards its tax 
system , is in conflict w ith the F ourteenth 
A m endm ent to th e Federal C onstitution. 
T he wisdom of his action in accepting the

appealing), and w hich m oney th e short­ 
sighted and stupid policy of o th er State 
departm ents has prevented being covered 
into th e S tate Treasury, Ls, practically, by 
th e outcom e of the eases ju st decided, af­ 
firmed.

m ains to lie seen if th e same slioit-sighted 
policy will he adhered to by th e State 
officers in question, th a t has been adopted

It is gratifying to know th a t th e rail­ 
road com panies do not stand before the 
people as tax-shirkcrs. 
T hey pay th eir 
taxes— th e -State loses nothing. T he heavy 
penalties claim ed are not taxes; th e Courts 
hold th a t they cannot and ought not of 
rig h t to be collected. 
In being deprived 
of this blood-monev, therefore, th e S tate is 
shorn of nothing she ought to have, nor 
w ill she lose th e taxation th at of rig h t the 
com panies ought under a proper assess­ 
m ent to pay. 
T hey have paid, says th eir 
attorney in an interview reported in th e 
San Francisco Chronicle, all th e taxes com­ 
prehended in th e suits, w ith th e exception 
of some cases w here counties refused to 
accept th e tender. 
T he whole am ount un­ 
paid out of over $1,400,000 does not exceed 
$180,000. 
A ll th a t was involved in the 
cases were th e five p er cent, delinquent 
taxes and p art of th e attorneys’ fees, not 
ex ceed in g $(10,000 in all.

It rem ains to be noted th at the cry has 
already been pu t afoot th at th e Suprem e 
C ourt has decided th e cases upon a m ere 
“technicality” (as th a t word is popularly 
accepted, and ju st as popularly m isinter­ 
preted). 
T h is will lie harped upon to the 
utm ost by those whose political aspirations 
are dependent upon th eir ability to antag­ 
onize th e people and the railroad com­ 
panies. 
B ut calm consideration will dis­ 
abuse th e im partial m ind of th is idea. 
N othing is b etter settled, and no principle 
of the law has profounder reason under­ 
lying it, th an this, th a t in th e taxation of 
th e property of the citizen, and for pay­ 
m ent of w hich it may lie distrained, every 
affirm ative detail of the process of assess­ 
ing and taxing m ust lie strictly ofiserved. 
W ere th is not so th e property of no man 
would lie safe, and th e rig h ts of th e citi­ 
zen could be placed a t th e m ercy o f caprice, 
neglect and incom pctency. 
W here there 
is th e slightest deviation from preserilied 
m ethods of assessment and taxation, th e 
whole process is brought to a.stan d still 
and is invalid. 
T he law wisely savs 
th a t th is rig h t of th e sovereign to take 
a ¡sirtion of th e goods of the citizen for the 
common 
use, 
being an extraordinary 
tliough necessary power, and one of the 
highest a ttrib u te s of sovereignty, m ust lie 
exercised 
strictly w ithin constitutional 
and statutory lim its and reservations. A ny 
departure from these breaks a link in the 
chain of title to lie given if property is 
seized and sold for taxes, and results in an 
unjust seizure and th e invasion of char­ 
tered rights. 
E very requirem ent in the 
process up to final legal confiscation must 
he strictly observed, for any o th er rule 
would result in endless confusion and un­ 
lawful despoiling. 
It is not “ technical,” therefore, to re 
quire th a t assessments shall be m ade in 
exact conform ity w ith th e law. 
Teehni- 
, calitv im plies the use of or adhesion to the 
; term s of an art or science, but to require 
, eon form ity w ith 
express provisions 
of 
| law as a condition precedent to stated 
; en d s is not a technicality in the popular 
! sense, for it involves the very essence of 
’ the law, the liberty of the citizen, the 
1 rig h t to law fully possess and enjoy prop­ 
erty and th e rig h t of the State to seiz^and

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


D eath of E noch Jaco b s. 
One by one the pioneers of this city are 
joining the silent majority, and a few years 
hence the Argonaut of the West will only 
live in history. Yesterday afternoon Enoch 
Jacobs, a resident of Sacramento for the 
past thirty-seven years, breathed his last, 
lie was born in Worcester county, Mass., 
in 1S19. He was engaged in mercantile 
pursuits In the old Bay State until 1849, 
when he cante around the Horn in the ship 
Edward Everett, as a Director of the Ed­ 
ward Everett Company, of 150 men. of 
which .1. A. Benton was Chaplain. On 
their arrival here the company went upon 
the Muquelumne river, where it disbanded, 
each striking out (or himself in quest of 
gold. But very lew of that memorable 
party are to-day living upon the coast. 
Mr. Jacobs began forwarding and teaming 
from Sacramento to the various mining 
camps, and some ten years later settled 
down : farming in this county, an occu­ 
pation he successfully followed in the suc­ 
ceeding years. His estate consists of some 
1,800 acres of improved land in Sacramento 
and adjoining counties and several valu­ 
able pieces of property in this city. He 
leaves a wife and son,' W. S. Jacobs. The 
latter was by bis first wife. At 4 i\ m. yes­ 
terday the bell on the corporation-house 
Fourth street, was tolled, out of respect fur 
his memory, he being a member of the 
Exempt firem en’s Association. He was 
also a member of El Dorado Lodge, I. O. 
(». F., and Concord Lodge, F. and a! M. 
Rescued llimself. 
I he watchman at Taft it Bassett’s plan­ 
ing mill, destroyed by fire Monday even­ 
ing, was a fine, large Newfoundland dog, 
an intelligent, good-natured but determined 
fellow. As he was not rescued, owing to 
the rap. tity with which the flames spread, 
lie was believed to have perished, and all 
acquainted with him were much grieved in 
consequence. Long after the lire was over, 
peculiar sounds were heard beneath the 
sidewalk, planks were torn up quickly, and 
poor Nig was found in a pool of water, 
which was so deep that lie had a chance to 
keep his nose out of it, and that was about 
ail. His hair was scorched on one side, 
hut otherwise he was all right, and ex­ 
pressed thanks for his release in a manner 
that was almost human. Yesterday morn­ 
ing he was delighted to meet his 'friends, 
and couldn’t shake hands enough. It was 
ascertained that he had made his way 
through a hole beneath a molding rack in 
tiie southwest portion of the building, and 
by scratching away earth managed to get be­ 
neath the sidewalk.

Serm on by th e R ev. E. R. D ille at the 
Sixth-street M. E. Church. 
The announcement that Rev. E. R. Dille- 
pastor of the Sixth-street M. E. Church, 
would deliver a semton upon the 
Theater, caused that building to be filled 
with a large audience Sunday evening. The 
reorganized choir of twenty-two voice8 
rendered excellent music. The minister 
read for his text Luke vi., 43-44 : 
For a good tree bringeth not forth corrupt 
fru it; neither doth a corrupt tree bring forth 
good fruit. For every tree is kuown by its own 
fruit. For of thorns men do not gather figs, nor 
of a bramble bush gather they grapes. 
The speaker commenced by saying the 
dramatic instinct was inborn. In childhood 
we played make-believe circus and school; 
as we grow older we hold to it, lienee the 
dramas, comedies and tragedies of the 
stage. In all civilized lands are to be fouud 
traces of the drama. Donaldson, in writing 
upon this subject, said: ‘The dramatic 
art, wherever it iias existed as a genuine 
product of the soil, has always been con­ 
nected in its origin with the religious rites 
of an elementary worship; that is, with 
those enthusiastic orgies which spring from 
a personification of tiie powers of nature. 
This was the ease in India and in those 
parts of Italy where scenic entertainments 
existed before the introduction of the 
Greek drama. But in Greece this was so 
not only in the beginning, hut as long as 
the stage existed, and the circumstances 
which gave to the Attic drama its chief 
strength and its highest charms, was its 
continued connection with the state wor­ 
ship of Bacchus, in which both tragedy 
and comedy took their rise. The theatrical 
representations at Athens, even in the days 
of Sophocles and Aristophanes, were con­ 
stituent parts of a religious festival. The 
theater in which they were performed was 
sacred to Bacchus, and the worship of the 
god was always as much regarded as the 
amusement oi tire sovereign people.” 
The Greek drama came from the mire, 
and was never able to clear itself of pan­ 
dering to the grossness of the vice of men. 
it was ever characterized by grossness of 
speech and action, exerting a corrupting 
and demoralizing influence. The orgies ol 
Bacchus was the principal cause of the 
moral decay of Greece. Rome borrowed 
the drama from Greece. Most of the early 
dramas are lost, yet the loss is not to be de­ 
plored. Their plots were the downfall of 
the virtuous, the escapades of courtesans, 
unfit to be rendered before an audience 
that had the least claim to respectability. 
The degradation of the drama became so 
bad that actors were refused citizenship, 
and in some instances banished. 
Rome 
seemed to revel in the grossness of dra­ 
matic degradation. Actresses were num ­ 
bered by the thousands, while in Greece, 
and even in China to-day, no female 
is allowed to play upon the stage. 
The Jews never had the drama, nor did 
Christians for several centuries. It was re­ 
garded by them as a heathen innovation, 
and one of gross immorality. In the mid­ 
dle ages there was no drama, hut it was re­ 
vived in the days of .Shakespeare. Some 
men are not born tú die. Shakespeare was 
one of them, and his writings will live on 
forever. Where there is one that learns of 
Shakespeare’s writings by seeing them 
dramatized there are a hundred who have 
read them. Addison said, “Would to God 
our modern English drama was as moral 
as was that of Greeks and Romans.” 
(¡recce and Rome had no Bible. England 
had, she rallied and lived. The early 
dramatists were atheists and immoral. The 
puritanical fathers opposed it in England, 
our pilgrim fathers opnosed it in America, 
and the Continental Congress passed the 
following: 
W h e r e a s, Truc religion and good morals are 
the only solid foundation of public liberty aud 
happiness—therefore be it 
/ 
> 
That it be and is hereby earnestly 
recommended to the several States, to tukc the 
most effective m easures for (lie discouragement 
thereof and the suppression of theatrical enter­ 
tainments. horse racing, gaming and such other 
diversions us are productive of idleness, dissipa­ 
tion and a general depravity of principles aud 
manners. 
A dramatic writer in the Philadelphia 
Press recently said: 
“ The stage lias 
reached that point of degradation which 
Dr. Junson deprecated, which Byron de­ 
plored and which Mr. Boucicanlt'and the 
manager of the Drury Lane have so lately 
avowed and indorsed in the columns of the 
London Times; yes, shamefully and de­ 
fiantly indorsed, their argument being that 
as the standard drama will not draw some­ 
thing else must. 
The mountebanks are 
not very particular what that something 
else shall be, provided always that the pub­ 
lic will tolerate their disgraceful descent 
into the darkest ages of the drama, when 
the stage was a place for the orgies of 
satyrs and its songs were the music of in­ 
fernal sirens.” 
Olive Logan, who comes from a dramatic 
family, but who left the stage for the more 
genial walks of literature, says : “ Young 
women who go upon the stage are subjected 
to insult and wickedness from managers. 
Die latter look upon and treat them as 
women of the town. I can advise no hon­ 
orable, self-respecting woman to turn to 
the stage lor support, with its demoralizing 
influences, which seem to be growing 
stronger and stronger day by dav, where 
the greatest rewards are won by a set of 
brazen-faced, clcg-dancing creatures, with 
dyed yellow hair and padded limbs, who 
have come here in droves from Europe.” 
To-day Shakespeare is the standard, but 
be is not upon the stage but shelved in the 
library. Edwin Booth expended a fortune 
in erecting a theater in an unsuccessful 
effort to elevate the legitimate drama. The 
speaker named a large number of plays 
that have appeared at the Metropolitan 
Theater and Clunie Opera House, ami gave 
an outline of the plot of each. “ East 
Lynne," adultery, murder, and elopement. 
“ She stoops to Conquer,” a case of seduc­ 
tion. full of profanity. “ Saratoga,” replete 
with profane passages and full of impure 
suggestion. “ Led Astray," language used 
in this play, if used by a young gentleman 
in the presence of ladies would be regarded 
as grossly insulting. “ Fresh,’’saloon, stable 
and grog shop characters in which the at­ 
tire of the female characters almost ap­ 
proaches nudity. “ French Flats.” it is of 
the French, Frenchy; a play in which the 
actions are suggestive, and the language of 
the most indecent character. “ Pink Dom­ 
inoes,” the dramatic critics say of this 
play, “it is naughty but nice.” He spoke 
of the late Tivoli in this city, saying it was 
a bar-room with a dramatic attachment. 
He appealed to all decent people to 
refuse to patronize theaters so long as 
they exerted such a demoralizing influence. 
The speaker said all theatrical people were 
not bad. Salvini and Mary Anderson were 
sample of some of the stars that stood out 
iu bold relief. The theaters should not be 
patronized because there are a few good 
people upon the stage. The managers take 
everything that comes along. You must 
judge the theater in its entirety. When 
you contribute to it you contribute to all 
the vileness that appears .upon its boards. 
It caricatures religion, disgraces the Sab­ 
bath and assaults family life. Can you 
afford to take your children to a place 
whose only recommendation is that it is 
decent occasionally? Answer that ques­ 
tion as you would answer it on judgment 
day.

The Case o f It. M. Itlchinond. 
The evidence taken at the Coroner's in 
quest in the case of Billings M. Richmond, 
formerly of this city, but who recently died 
under peculiar circumstances on his ranch 
near Biebcr, Lassen county, showed that 
for some time he had been in poor health, 
and complained of dizziness. 
Amos Coates testified that he saw de­ 
ceased on the day of his death. He sent 
(or witness. Tiie deceased told witness 
that he was in a bad fix, and that he should 
never get up again, and wanted witness to 
stay with him . Witness thought him in a 
dangerous condition and insisted on send­ 
ing for a doctor. The deceased then asked 
some one to go for a doctor. The deceased 
remarked alter having a spasm that lie 
«ríslied he could be with his family (who 
were in Sacramento). He then had an­ 
other spasm. 
After coming to he re­ 
m arked: “ If I am not under the influ­ 
ence of strychnine I don’t know what 
strychnine is.” The deceased told witness 
to wet his lips again with vinegar. He 
again went into another spasm, and that 
was the last one. He told witness when he 
spoke about strychnine that he did not 
know how he could have got It. He was 
dead when the doctor came. 
Mrs. Anna Kobne (who lived in this city 
as Mrs. Barnum prior to her marriage to 
Mr. Koline) testified that she was working 
for the deceased about six or seven months. 
On the day of the death lie called witness 
to his room and told her to go down town 
and get a $1 worth of strychnine, for the 
cats were bothering him "so lie could not 
sleep. 
Witness heard deceased before 
speaking of getting strychnine to kill 
gophers. AVilness left the strychnine in 
the cupboard. He asked witness what she 
did with the strychnine, and directed her to 
bring it to him, us he said it was a danger­ 
ous thing to have around. Witness took 
the strychnine to him. The deceased jiut 
it under liis pillow. Witness was satisfied 
that the deceased did not live happily at 
home with his wife. Witness did not get 
any medicine for him. The verdict of the 
jury was that the deceased came to his 
death from causes unknown to the jurors.

BEYOND THE ROCKIES. 
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DOMKSTIC N EW S. 


T e rrib le C yclone In M issouri. 
Kansas City (Mo.), May 11th.—A cyclone 
visited here at noon to-day. The Court­ 
house was demolished and numbers of per­ 
sons were hurt there. The I.athrop school 
was wrecked and many children caught in 
the ruins. Seven are said to have been 
killed. 
An overall factory was blown 
down, and live deaths reported and fifteen 
girls reported badly injured. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Kansas City, May 11th.—A fearful storm 
of wind and rain swept over the city to­ 
day, continuing from 11 o’clock uutil noon. 
The Court-house on Second street was 
totally destroyed above the second story. 
A number of persons were hurt there, but 
none killed, as far as known at this time. 
A 1 -o'clock report from the Lathrop school 
makes ten badly hurt, besides those killed. 
The old water works building, near the 
Court-house, was blown down, and one or 
two persons are missing. At the Western 
Union Telegraph office hut one wire is 
working out of the city. Communication 
has been established with St. Louis over 
that wire by way of Dallas, Galveston, New 
Orleans and Memphis. The span of the 
bridge next to Hailem was blown over, 
and it is reported that forty persons were 
killed at the bridge. 


FRIGHTFUL IXJSS OF LIFE. 
Kansas City, May 11th.—At 3 p. m., as 
nearly as can be learned amid the intense 
excitement and confusion, about twenty 
persons are known to be killed. Frank 
Smith, of Smith A Moffatt, owners of the 
spice mills situated in the old water-works 
building, Second and Main streets, was 
killed. 
Deputy Sheriff Dougherty was 
buried iti the ruins of the Court-house, and 
at 3 o'clock the searchers are reported to 
have come in sight of his body. A team­ 
ster who took refuge in the Court-house is 
also missing. 
At the Lathrop school eleven children 
are reported dead. Of the four build­ 
ings wrecked, all were more or less un­ 
sound. Theschool building has been twice 
condemned, and the Court-house by many 
considered unsafe. No one was killed ex­ 
cel)! in these tour houses. 


TERRIFYING SCENE. 
The storm, though entailing so heavy a 
loss of life, was nothing of the nature of the 
toruado that visited the city three years 
ago. 
It was a vio'ent wind, accompanied 
by a flood of water and hail, which turned 
many streets into rivers. Signs, shutters, 
chimneys, etc., were blown down with the 
gale, and a number of vehicles were over­ 
turned in the street®. The black clouds 
that rolled over the city created almost the 
the darkness of night, and made the timid 
ones crouch in terror in their cellars. The 
streets were entirely deserted, and in some 
instances horses 
were seen wandering 
about attached to vehicles and seeking 
refugp from the pelting storm. 


FACTORY EMPLOYES K ILLED. 
Kansas City, May lltli.—One span at 
the north end of the railroad bridge across 
the Missouri river was blown into the 
stream, blocking the Hannibal and St. 
Joseph, Hock Island, Wabash and Kansas 
City, St. Joe and Council lilutls Railways. 
Kight girls have been taken out of the 
overall factory, four of whom were dead. 
Many others are in the ruins, hut there is 
scarcely a hope for their lives. In the con­ 
fusion it is impossible to ascertain defi­ 
nitely the extent of the calamity, but it is 
said that over twenty employes are impris­ 
oned in the basement of the factory. The 
disastrous fury of the storm was confined 
to the north end of the city, except in the 
destruction of the I.athrop public school 
building on Eighth street, and the build­ 
ings generally, excepting those mentioned, 
withstood the force of the storm. The 
main office oftheW estern Union telegraph 
building is in this portion of the city, and 
the poles, heavily weighted with wires, 
were broken oil, letting the wires down in 
a tangled heap. Many wires were also 
carried down with the broken bridge. 
THE KILLED AND INJURED. 
Kansas City, May 11th.—The following 
list is as nearly accurate as can be given at 
4 o’clock. The telephone wires are all 
down, and this increases greatly the diffi­ 
culty in getting early and reliable informa­ 
tion. Among those reported killed, there 
may he one or two not dead. At the 
I.athrop school the killed are: Nellie Ellis, 
May Bishop, Josic Martin ami her little 
brother. Kate Smith, Ruth Jameson. Bessie 
Insco. Mattie Moore, Edith 1’atcli. Robert 
Sprague and I,. T. Moore, Jr. 
Among the 
injured arc: May Hooker, badly hurt; a 
child named Terry, Edna Evalis, Eva Haz- 
lett, Nellie Currv, Maud Acker. At the 
water works building, a two-story brick 
used as the United States Engineer’s office, 
\V. A, Weldron was injured about the 
head and breast, quite serious; Majo» 
Livermore, hurt about the head ; Lieuten­ 
ant F. H. Young, knee broken and hurt 
about the h e a d ; 
Nelson, hurt about 
the head. At Smith A Moffat's spice mill, 
adjoining, Frank Smith was killed, and 
several others bruised. At the Court-house, 
on Second and Main streets, Deputy Sheriff 
Henry Dougherty is still missing. 
He is 
supposed to be in the ruins. 
Mr. Moore, 
of Independence, was dangerously hurt. 
Ed. Hodges had his back broken. W ill 
Hodges had a leg broken. 
James Chase 
was badly hurt. The prisoners in the jail 
in the basement of the building were 
scared, but unhurt. They remained in the 
building, which is intact on the outside 
from the second story down, the third 
story having been demolished. 
At the 
overall factory. No. 10 West Third street, 
the search is still in progress, and several 
persons are still missing. 
The following 
arc known to have been killed : Jennie 
Fitzgerald. Willie Eckman and a woman, 
unidentified. May and Maggie Bierd will 
die. and several others are in a dangerous 
condition. 
Julian and Joseph Hoar, the 
proprietors, are badly bruised. 
The over­ 
all factory occupied the third floor, and the 
Graham l’aper Company occupied the sec­ 
ond floor. Its employes were uulmrt. 


AREA OF THE STORM 
ENLARGED. 
Leavenworth (Kansas). May 11th.—At 
11 o'clock to day a tierce tornado struck 
this city, and did an immense amount of 
damage to property. 
The Morse school 
building, in which were the Superintend­ 
ent, twelve teachers and (100 scholars, was 
the first large building struck. 
Half of the 
roof was biown off, but not one person was 
hurt. The gale then struck the north end 
of the new market Louse, tearing about 
forty feet of the roof loose and scattering it 
in every direction, killing three horses, 
dangerously wounding one man, and dam­ 
aging a stock of hardware to the extent of 
about $4,000. Two railroad bridges were 
washed away—one at Easton, on the Kan­ 
sas Central, ami one at Fairiuount, on the 
Union Pacific. 
Eight barns were blown 
down in .Salt Creek valley, eight miles 
northwest of here. 


a church crushed in. 
E v a n sv ille (Ind.), Mav lltli.—A very 
severe storm, with violent wind, rain and 
lightning, visited here this evening, doing 
damage amounting to about $60,(XXL The 
African Baptist 
Church, a large brick 
building, was crushed in, and several 
persons preparing for a festival narrowly 
escaped with their lives. 
T h e L ab o r T ro u b les.
